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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "pressure switch" must be shown 
or the feature(s) canceled fi"om the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in 
abeyance. 

2. Claims 20 and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession 
of the claimed invention, "pressure switch" is not described in the specification.. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use 
or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 
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4. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Gallagher 
(5,518,155). Gallagher discloses, in figs. 1-5, a handgun holster comprising a locking mean 28 for 
preventing the withdrawal of said handgun, a releasing means (finger rest 25) for releasing locking 
means by a user's index finger or forefinger (see col. 4, lines 51-61), a finger tube 14 or 77 
surrounding said releasing means, and a biasing spring 44. It is inherent that the locking means 
adapted to engage to a handgun with an audible indication as soon as the locking means engaging 
with the trigger guard when the handgun is inserted. 

5. Claims 19-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Mauriello et al. 
95,5,73,157). Mauriello et al. disclose in figs 1, 2 and 4, a gun holster comprising a locking 
means 28 being capable of engaging, with an audible indication of locking, a handgun feature for 
preventing the withdrawal of said handgun; a releasing means 22 located adjacent to and covering 
a trigger of said handgun for capable of releasing said locking means by flexure of a user's index 
finger; said releasing means comprising an elongate release tab 18 operationally connected to a 
locking tab 28. Said locking means fijrther includes a pressure switch 24. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 4- 1 8 are allowed. 

7. Claim 3 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims.

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Response to Arguments 



8, Applicant's arguments filed 4/29/03 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 
Applicant argues that Gallagher does not teach a locking release is contained within a tube 

or a finger tube shields a release tab. However, it is not fi^und convincing because examiner 
considers portion 14 as the finger tube comprising portion 44 (as shown in fig. 3) in the Gallagher 
holster which surrounds the releasing means 25, or portion 14 comprising cover 144 (as shown 
in figs. 9 and 10) shields the releasing means 25. No fiirther limitation of the "finger tube" in the 
claimed invention that is defined differently from the Gallagher holster as applicant argues in the 
Remarks. 

9. Applicants arguments with respect to claims 19-21 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
